CHARLES  HADDON  SPURGEON. 

There   have   been    several   works    written    on    the 
of    the    late    Charles    Haddon     Spuq         .     the     greatest 
preacher  of  the  I   of  the  nineteenth  century, 

autobiography,   a   work    of  four    volumes,    contains    the 
fullest  details  of  that   great  man'-  igh 

all  the    others    have    their   spec:::!    points    of 
penmanship.     In    all    the    accounts    of   Charles    I 
Spurgeon's  life  where  a  short  space  is  given  to  his  li 
curiously  enough,  a   Dutch  descent   is  attributed  to  him. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  wri     r        this  little  work  hs 
quite  unable  to  discover  any  proof  for  such   a  statem 
certainly  on  his  direct  paternal  descent.      No  ser  man 

will  despise  his  ancestry;  we  are  each  very  la 
influenced  by  the  blood  in  our  veins,  not  always  in  the 
direct  line,  but  often  from  collateral  branches,  and  there- 
fore it  is  interesting  to  note  and  to  trace  "ious  1  'aits 
of  character  ot  remote  ancestors  in  the  different  meml 
of  one  family.  How  careful,  then,  it  behoves  those  living 
in    the   present    to   be   over   the 

character,  so  that  difficulties  which  might  W  :  in  the
